THE LIQUOIl QUESTION ABROAD. 

rarlianioritftry [laiif-r jusl imblialiLM.! 
contains rcqiorts from Her Miiji'^sty's 
diplomatic and consular oUicera upon 
the consumption of inloxioatkng liquors 
abroad. Consul General 0[)penheinier 
estimates, witii regard to Germany, tluit 
in the ilistillcrios of the Ein])in! in 
1875 and 187Gat least 200,000,000 
litres of |)uro alcohol were ])roiiiic('d 
for mere consumption or, in round 
numberSiSixlitresper bead of the popu- 
lation. Heckoning the male population 
over 15 years of uge at 30 per cent., 
this would give a yearly consuinption 
of 20 litres of pure alcohol per head, 
or 50 litres of ordinary scluiaps. By the 
year 1880 the quantity had increased 
to 71 litres yearly per head. The con- 
suDiption of spirit in North Germany 
i.s very great; and out of a yearly 
average of 1,-150 suiciclcs in Prussia 
for tive years, 508 have been ilu(^ to 
dipsomania and delirium trcuneiiH. Tiiu 
percentage of suicides among males 
due to alcohol waa I.').40, uhereas 
among females it was otdy two. With 
regard to fatal accidents also, a large; 
number of them were attributable to 
drunkenness. Similar statistics were 
furnished in connection with the luna- 
tic asylums. Taking 3, J GO cases yearly 
treated in the general hospitals for 
dipsomania, 600 cases of delirium 
tremens in the lunatic asylums, 597 
private dii)somaniHC.H, 508 suicides, and 
811 drunkanla accidentally killed, 
there is a total of 5,212 cases vi^arly of 
alcoholism in a fatal furm. The Prus 
sian States alone showed 1,921 men 
and 95 women treated yearly for de- 
lirium tremens. It appears that seven- 
tenths of those sufl'ering from alcohol 
were in the prime of lifi>, that is, be- 
tween 20 and 50 years of iige. In the 
kingdom of Prussia, in 1882, tlie esti- 
mated ex|)(!iuliture on spirits alone was 
201,000,000 marks, while 'the direct 
state taxes for the same period produc- 
ed but 150,000,000 mark.';. Taking the 
whole expenditure ui)on beer, wine and 
spirits it amounted to 907,000,000 
marks, or more than doublt; tlie amount 
realized by the Prussian Kxchecpier 
for its ta.xes and stamp duties, itc. In 
Sweden and Norway the consumption 
of spirits has been declining for some 
years past; hut in Denmark the evil of 
spirit drinking has reached a terrible 
pitch. The number of drunkards who 
have committed suicitie lias risen in .')0 
years from one seventh to oaetliinl; 
while, among the arrests, 5G per cent, 
were cases of drunkenness; adding to 
these ly per cent, among prisoners for 
Other ottences, there is a grand total of 
74 per cent., or tliree-fourtlis of those 
taken into custody, for crimes com- 
mitted under the inlluence of liquor. 
In Holland the numbt-r of lioustis for 
the sale of drink was no les^s than -15,- 
000 in 1878, so that in a population of 
4,000,000 there was a drink shop for 
every 90 iidiabitants, incUuling wo- 
men and children. Hut, owing to the 
e.^ertioub of a portion of the communi- 
ty, the legislature passed a restric- 
tive law in 1881, with the result that 
in the course of one rear the drink 
shops decreased from 45,000 to X\- 
000. Belgium aflbrds iucoiitestably the 
worst statist ic.-i in regard to the con 
sumption of alcoholic liquors. In less 
than half a century the use of spitiiu- 
ous liquors has more than trebled it- 
self in that countiy, while the popula 
tion.has only advanced from ii, 500, 000 
to 5,500,000. The u.se of spirits in- 
creased GO per cent, between 1851 and 
1881, and beei- increased tluring the 
same jteriod 15.75 per cent. The con- 
sumption of spirits, wine and beer for 
1881 amounted in value to -157,000,- 
OOOf. Although the country. is .so small 
it contained in 1880 no fewer than 
125,000 places devoted to the sale of 
intoxicating liquor.s. 1'here was a pub- 
lic house on the avoratie for every 12 
or i;i grown-up males. The .suicides 
rose from 51 per luillioii inhabitants 
in 1848 to 80 in 1880. Tlie lunatics 
advanced from 720 per million inhabi- 
tants in 1 840 to 1,470 in 1881. The 
inspector-general of 15elgian prisons re- 
ports that foiir-liftlis of the crime and 
social misery during the hist (|uart('r of 
a century has been directlv attribiUa 
Lie to iutem|)rance. la France the sad 
eQieots of drunkenness once witnessod 
have been considerably les.sened by the 
passing of a salutary Act. In 1875 the 
numbers punished for o|)en drunken- 
ness were 98,000, but Ijy 1880 they 
had fallen to G0,000. Switziirland e.\- 
hibit.s an unsatisfactory increase in the 
drink traliic. Between 1870 and 1S80 
the population advanced G.5 per cent., 
but the publichouses increased by as 
much as 22 per cent. Austria furnishes 
a similar condition of things. In 1880 
there were in Vienna alone 1,624 ilrink 
houses, and G, 103 persons were in that 
year arrested for being drunk. The 
hospitals, lunatic a.sylums, and prisons 
of the country all testify to the iid- 
vanoe of drinking habits. It i.s .suggest- 
ed that the clergy, medical men and 
schoolmasters of every nation could do 
much to mitigate this evil if their 
83'inpathics could be thoroughly rou.Hcd, 
Continental worktnen giuierally spi^nd 
a large proportion of their earnings in 
drink without becoming or being class- 
ed as absolute drunluird.s.

Tlic First Jcwisli Peer. 

London, June 26,— Sir Nathan 
Mayer de Rothschild, v.-ho v:s.a mado !i 
baronet in 184G, is to be elevated to 
the peerage, and will be tlie lirst Jew 
to sit in the Upper lioufio. It is well 
•within the memory of the i)resenl gen- 
eration when Jewscoukl not sit in tho 
House of Gommons. Baron Lionel de 
Rothschild was returned to Parliament 
for tlio city of London hy a majority of 
C,619 votes over Lord John Manners 
in July, 1819, and Aid. Salomons was 
elected for Greenwich in June, 1851, 
hut neither was pprmitled to sit. The 
Jews' oaths of Ahjuration bill was 
passed in the Commons the following 
month, but it was thrown out of the 
Lords, and it was not till July, 1858, 
that an act was passed by resolution of 
the House enabling Jews lo sit in Par- 
Jianient, and in 18(J0 an Act was pii.ss 
ed permitting Jewish members of Par- 
liament to omit from the oath tho 
words, "On faith of a Ghristain." Mr. 
Disraeli, who was a Jew witli a very 
thin veneer of Chriatanity, was Eng- 
land's premier in 18G8, and now a 
Jew becomes an Eiigli.sb peer. The 
Jewish Chronicle says the elevation of 
Sir Nathan sheds lustre upon the en 
tire Jewiah community. The honor was 
doubtless conferred through the inllu- 
ence of Lord Rosebery, who married 
Miss Rothschild. 

ITse Iflorc Lenioiis. 

Bear in mind that lemons are the moat 
useful fruit in domestic economy. The 
juioe-of half a lemon in a teacup of strong 
black eoftlBB, without sugar will often cure 
a headache. Lemon juice and salt will 
remove ordinary iron rust. If tho hands 
are stained there is nothing that will re- 
move tho stains so well as lemon. Cut a 
lemon in half and apply tho cut aurfaco as 
if it were «oap. Lumon juice is also a 
remedy for rheumatism and for tho so- 
called billiousness of Spring. In the lat- 
ter case take the juice of a lemon before 
breakfast, and the pulp may also bo oaten, 
avoiding every particle of akin. Lemon 
juice with sugar mixed very thick and 
taken at intervals relieves coughs. It 
must be very acid as well as sweet.
